THE STRANGE AND FATAL ACCIDENT AT 
THE TEMPELHOF.

A CONTRACT MADE BY sUPT. BACKUS 
OF GENOA GIVEN UP. 


The Action Not Approved by the Indian 
Commissioner—Increasing the Issue of 
Pension Certificates—No Duty on Cars 
in Transit New From the National 
Capital. 


WaSHINGTON, D. O., June 9.—Superintend- 
ent Backus of the Genoa (Neb.) Industrial 
Training School for Indians, has reported to 
the Indian Bureau that sometime ago he ar- 
ranged with the Oxnard Beet Sugar Co. of 
Norfolk, Neb., to give employment to a 
number of the Indian boys of the school in 
pulling weeds from their beet fields. The 
poys were to receive the same wages as white 
help. Since making this arrange- 
ment, however, Mr. Backus has learned 
that on June 1 a meeting of laboring men was 
held at Norfolk, at which resolutions were 
passed protesting against the employment of 
Indians or any other allen labor, as con- 
templated. Since learning this action Mr. 
Backus has decided to keep the boys at 
school, and asked the Commissioner to ap- 
prove his action. The Commissioner, how- 
ever, disapproved of his action in surrender- 
ing his agreement, and his sur- 
priseatit. The Commissioner, in speaking 
of the matter to-day, said it was the 
of the Government to make the Indians self- 
supporting as soon as possible, and when an 
opportunity offered whereby the Indian boys 
could earn something for themselves, he 
thought the opportunity shoula be made the 
most of.

It was ob- 
served by the visitor that these heavy stone 
walls and tronclad outside guards ought to 
keep out marauders. ‘*Yes,’’ remarked the 
bank official, with suggestive impressive- 
ness, there is no doubt of that, but the 


trouble is that the burglars of to-day are on 
the mside.

| AN AFFECTING REUNION AT THE UNION 


DEPOT THIS MORNING. 


The Mother, Overcome With Excitement, 
| . Baints in Her Son’s Arms—Her Great 
Joy at Beholding Him Once Again— 
Mutual Recognition—The Dramatic 
Ending of a Strange Romance. 


An affecting meeting of mother and son, 
after a separation since the latter’s babyhood 
days, occurred. at the Union Depot this morn- 
‘img just after the arrival of Little Rock Ex- 
press No. 66. It was the climax in the ro- 
mantic career of Thomas or Charles Berthold 
Rosebrough, the story of whose life was re- 
lated in last Sunday’s Post- DISPATCH. 

The beginning of the story dates back to 
the death of the father of the young man, 
Thomas B. Rose „ in 1872, when the 
mother allowed the son to become a member 
of the family of James W. Rosebrough, 3802 
Windsor place, who isa member of the firm 
of Rosebrough Bros., marble men, Twentieth 
and Olive streets. In family 
the baby grew to “boyhood, and 
then to manhood, all the time 
remaining in ignorance of his mother's name 
or her whereabouts, He made efforts to as- 
certain somethingof his relatives on his 
mother’s side, but they were unavailing, let- 
ters written to different. parts of the country 
remaining unanswered. Finally he became 
engaged in business with his uncle, John A. 
Foster, the contractor, and time passed on 
without one word being received from his 
mother. May 4 last was his 2ist birthday, 
but still he received no information 
from the source from which he 
had a right to expect it. After it was delayed 
for nearly three weeks with no accounting, 
he received a letter addressed to Charles B. 
Rosebrough. It advised him that his 
mother still lived and that she was coming to 
St. Louis to see him. She carried out her 
promise in arriving this morning. 

NEW AND STRANGE DEVELOPMENTS. 

It now develops that the mother’s parents 
have been living in St. Louis all the time and 
have kept the parent advised on the wel- 
fare of the son, without his knowledge 
that they wereeven alive. Although they 
knew his whereabouts all the time they did 
not betray their identity to him for fear of 
unpleasantness, and also because it was 
likely under the circumstances that he did 
not want tosee them. But when they read 
the article in the Post-DisPaten, Mrs. Mas- 
ton Gore, residing at 1914 North Thirteenth 
street, wrote her grandson a note, which he 
received last evening, and made him aware 
for the first time that his mother had any 
relatives in this city. 

Last night Mr. Rosebrough, for the first 
time within his remembrance, paid his 
grand-parents a visit at their home. It was 
a strange meeting, and demonstrates what 
strange things can happen in a city like St. 
Louls. He had beenliving all his life within 
such a short distance of them, but never 
knew of their whereabouts, or as stated, that 
they were even alive. For the first time since 
his babyhood days the grand-parents, who 
said that during all these years they had been 
COmpelied to exercise great self-control in 
not advising their grandson of their wherea- 
bouts, were free to reveal their identity to 
him. It was discovered through the natural 
conversation which would be indulged in 
upon such an occasion, that Mr. Rosebrough 
is a nephew by marriage of Dr. Hugh E. 
‘Thompson, 2314 South Fourteenth street. 

It seems very strange that the young man 
should have lived in tuch close proximity to 
his mother’s parents and sister, and at dif- 
ferent times meet people who knew their re- 
lation to him, and yet never be enlightened. 
It is altogether probable that those who 
knew thought that the young man was also 
aware of the whereabouts of his relatives and 
did not therefore deem it necessary to tell 
him. But he knew nothing, owing to the fact 
that he was so extremely young when his 
father died and he was parted from his 
mother that he did not remember their 
friends or acquaintances. 

FRIENDS AT THE DEPOT. 

Although the exact date set for his mother’s 
arrival was not published, at the especial re- 
quest of Mr. Rosebrough, there were, never- 
theless, several old friends of his mother, as 
well as her parents, present to welcome her 
back to St. Louls. The young man, as may 
be imagined, was ve nervous, under the 
circumstances. Fina the Little Rock ex- 
press, with the usual clanging of bells and 
escaping ot steam, came siowly rolling into 
the depot. It was a moment the 
greatest anxiety to young Rosebrough, 
who wondered if it could be possible 
that his mother was not on board. Crowds 
of people came streaming off the tram and 
the watchful eye of the young man took in the 
appearance of each womon as she alighted. 

MUTUAL RECOGNITION.

KILLED A BAD MAN. 


A Prominent Citizen of Springfield, Mo 
Taken to Tennessee. ™ 


| SPRING Mo., June 9.—In the matter 
ofthe arrest Of J. M. Greer, living near this 
city, some interesting facts have been de. 
veloped. Sheriff Day received a Warrant 
from Gov.

} Justice, having been indicted in Tennesseo an 
a charge of - murder, alleged to have Deen 
committed eighteen years ago. The arrest 
caused a great sensation on account ot Mr 
Greer’s large acquaintance and prominence 
in this community. 
GREER’S STATEMENT. 
The following is Greer’s statement ot the 


tragedy : 

Some time in the latter part of October 
1873, Mr. William Henry killed a man at Ful. 
ton, . They had a fight the previous 
night nd the next morning he slipped up 
behind and knocked him in the head wit) a 
pick, killing him instantly. The Sheriff at. 
tempted to arrest him, but was wounded and 
Henry escaped, going to his uncle’s in Dixon 
County, after lying m the woods several 
days. he went to his father’s in 
Cheaton County, Tenn., where he secureq a 
double - barrei shotgun and hid in the woods. 
He finally ventured out and went to a shoot. 
ing Match on Nov. 8, 1373. That night he ang 
1 slept together at the house of 
my cousin, J. 8. Greer, fifteen 
miles west of Nashville. Before we arose 
from bed the next morning he asked me this 
question: ‘IfyouandI were to Killa man 
what would become of us?’ I replied: ‘if 
we were not justified we would have to sut. 
fer the consequences.’ He said he and a 
man named Harris had hada difficulty a year 
or 60 previous to 1673, and if he could get to 
kill Harris he (Henry) would be willing tp 
die. The row between me and Henry came 
up about noon Nov. 9, 1873. Four or five 
neighbors were in the house, when the 
horn blew for dinner at the home of 
Mrs Bledsoe, on the Greer farm. My cousin, 
J. S. Greer, remarked: Let's goto dinner.’ 
Henry spoke up and said, Let's have a row 
first." Henry turned at me and sald I told 3 
lie. I and J. P. Greer immediately left the 
room. As we were going out of the yard, he 
ran in between me and the gate and _ jerked 
me back. He repeated that I had told a 
ne, and he was going to ‘beat h—! out of 
me.’ ILasked him what it was. He said. ‘It 
didn’t make any difference.’ He commence; 
drawing his coat. 

THE KILLING. 

Frank Hannah ran up and tried to stop 
him. I drew my knife and told him to stand 
back, that I did not want to hurt him. He 
says: ‘—— you, you can’t bluff me.’ He run 
onto and hit me three times, when I stabbed 
him in the left side, and he died in an hour or 
two.

Addie Cora 
Reed as Alti was as pleasing in appear- 
ance as she was admirable in act- 
ing and singing. She won the audi- 
ence at once. The part of Serena 
was cleverly taken by Agnes Sherwood. 
Miss Mabela Baker admirably filled the role 
of Balah Sojah in every respect. Geo. H. 
Broderick’s fine basso was heard to advant- 
age in the part of Said Pasha, which he 
acted acceptably, and Stuart Harold proved 
that he hasan excelhnt barytone voice of 
very pleasant and mu®ical quality and used it 
with artistic skill as Hassen Bey. The Rajah 
was acceptably taken by Sinclair Nash, while 
the comedy parts were amusingly and capa- 
bly filled by Jerome Sykes as Hodad and Ed- 
win Gavin as Mockey.

ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN’S SERMON. 


The Upholders of the Single Tax Philoso- 
phy Not Disturbed by It. 


NEw YorK, June 9.—Archbishop Corrigan’s 
sermon on Sunday on that part of Pope Leo’s 
encyclical which referred to the right of 
private ownership in property excited much 
comment yesterday. If the Archbishop’s in- 
terpretation of the Pope’s letter is the correct 
one, the question is, indeed, an interesting 
one, especially to such Catholics as may be 
exponents and followers of Henry George’s 
single tax theory. The Archbishop seems to be 
very decided in his opinion regarding the rela- 
tionship existing between the members of the 
Catholic Church, the Pope and the outside 
world. The doctrines of the encyclical are 
infallible tothe true Catholic, because they 
are the utterance of the Pope, and according 
to the Archbishop, those who deny the right 
of private ownership in land, which in his 
interpretation is clearly affirmed by the 
encyciical, must be anti-Papists and anti- 
Catholics. The upholders of the single tax 
philosophy, however, do not seem to fear 
the Pope’s attack on them in his encyclical. 
Henry George last evening spoke very freely 
on the Pope’s statements and Archbishop 
Corrigan’s rendering of them.

CARBON I RUST FORMED. 


REPORTED CONSOLIDATION OF THE ELEC- 
TRIC LIGHT CARBON COMPANIES. 


Manager Arnold Denies That the Thomson- 
Houston Co. Is in It— The Fidelity 
Works Now Controlled by the National 
—The Parker-Russell Co.’s Position. 


CuicaGco, III., June 9.—A St. Louis carbon 
candle manufactory in a circular letter in- 
forms its customers that it has reason to be- 
lieve that a combination of electric carbon 
manufacturers has been formed. Prof. Bar- 
ratt, City Electrician and Chief of the Electri- 
cal Bureau of the World's Fair, when asked 
about the matter said: ‘‘AlthoughI do not 
personally know that such a combination has 
been made, the National Co. at Cleve- 
land, I think, is the principal 
concern of the alleged trust. The 
ones outside are the Parker-Russell Co. of 
St. Louis, the Excelsior, Solar and a new man- 
ufactory, the Minimum of Buffalo. Prices 
have not been affected to my knowledge yet, 
but, of course, when smaller concerns are 
frozen out it is an easy matter to raise 
rates.’’ 

The trust, it is said, is composed of the 
National Carbon Co. of Cleveland, which re- 
cently bought the Bolton Works after the as- 
signment; the Standard, Brush and Thom- 
son- Houston companies, also the Cleveland, 
and the Fidelity Carbon Manufacturing Co. 
of St. Louis. It is believed also that the 
Faraday Carbon Co. is in the combine.

WHAT THEY SAY HERE. 


The St. Louis Carbon Manufacturers on 
the Reported Combine. 


Mr W. I. Arnold, the local manager of 
the Thomson-Houston Co., smiled as he 
read the above telegram, and said that he 
didn’t believe a word of it. He had heard 
rumors of a combine for several months, but 
the talk was all wind. He had been selling 
carbons a year or more at $9.60 per 1,000, and 
wouldtake all the orders he could get the 
balance of the year at the same rates. No, 
there was no increase in prices and would be 
none 60 far ag he had been advised. Next to 
the Standard Co. he considered the Thom- 
son-Houston the largest carbon manufactur- 
ing concern in the world, and the Standard, 
as he understood it, controlled the 
Brush and the National. They all had their 
headquarters in the same city, Cleveland, and 
the combine, if there was one, might include 
them, but it did not the Thomson - Houston, 
whose works were at Fremont, O. He hadn’t 
heard of either of these companies buying 
out any st. Louis carbon plant, except 
that he read a few months ago of the Na- 


tional’s having bought an option on the. 


Parker-Russell Works. 
THINK A COMBINE HAS BEEN FORMED. 

The telegram was shown to Mr. Russell of 
the Parker-Russell Mining & Manufacturing 
Co. and that gentleman also smiled. He 
had also heard of this proposed com- 
bine and he thought there was something 
init. He had heard the story just about as 
stated in the telegram. No, his company had 
never been approached to join the combine. 
They had made a low rate on carbon recently 
to draw out companies said to be in the 
combine, byt had heard nothing from them. 
Several go an effort was made to form 


a trust and they were asked to go into it and 


refused, but agreed to sell the trust their 
product. This combine lasted only about 
sixty days and no new trust had been formed 
with the exception of the one referred to in 
the telegram. No changes had been 
made among the carbon companies 
of St. Louis since Charley Heisler sold out to 
an Eastern concern except a rumored trans- 
fer of the Fidelity Co.’s pent to ner National 
Co. me had — that the 


bought out the Fidelity two or three months 
ago, but didn’t know how true it was. 
THE FIDELITY SOLD OUT. 

The officers of the Fidelity Co. all reside in 
Cleveland, O., but a gentleman at the works 
on De Kalb street, who seemed to be thor- 
oughly posted on the subject, said 
that he had heard nothing official 
of the reported combine and didn’t 
think there was any truth in the rumors, 
which had been common talk for some time 
amongcarbon men. Yes, it was true that 
the Fidelity Co. had been brought out by the 
National Co, of Cleveland, or rather, Mr. W. 
H. Lawrence, who held a controlling interest 
in the National Co., had bought a controlling 
interest in the St. Louis plant. He wouldn’t 
like to say that there was no likelihood of a 
combine, as he knew nothing about it, but 
was pretty sure that none had been formed 
as yet. 

None of the gentlemen interviewed knew 
anything of the circular letter spoken of in 
the telegram.
